Postponem ent of the first atomic bomb demon 
Stratton* by six weeks will sharpen curiosity, what 
ever secondary effect 'it may have on diplomacy 
m iracle would be required to get the dem onstration 
postponed indefinitely, which is the only imaginable 
relief that could be forthcoming for the diplomatic 
tension the atomic bomb has created. 
Curiosity Is potent, certainly more potent than 
anything which can be done to stifle it by those ap 
prehensive of its results In the m atter or exploding 
atomic bombs There is an aspect of curiosity in the 
m atter of aumrie energy, moreover, th a t Ls going 
assert itself even more strongly after the first serie 
of dem onstrations takes place. 
They will seem to call for fu rth er tests to clear up 
questions raised by the first series of test*. It is ab­ 
surd to suppose th a t these tests will be the beginning 
and the end of all atom ic experim entation. One dent 
onstratlon will lead naturally to another demonstra 
tion and so on until those who are responsible for 
the handling of atomic explosions feel they hive all 
the evidence they need. 
Each dem onstration will be In the nature of a war 
game, regardless of what it Ls called. There will be no 
way to dissociate curiosity from diplomacy, just 
as 
there is no way to do no now Atomic bombs are Up­ 
most potent m ilitary force in existence. They would 
still be so even if the 
United States 
never caused 
another one to explode.
